To the westward of Torcena, after passing the 
foot of the ridge, a scene of desolation presents 
Itself, as the whole country {s under a thick layer 
of mudand ashes, All vegetation, for the time 
being, is elther burnt up from the volcanic fires 
or destroyed by the enormous showers of dust, 
Inve and ashes ;. whilst the country and the aldes 
of Gunong Arco are smoking and steaming with 
namerous small volcanic jets, which are still 
‘throwlog up showers. of mud and stones, and 
which aggregate Into hot mad streams some fect 
in depth, rendering travelling unsale.. ,. is, 

The north side ofthe Island ‘ts utterly der- 
troyed ; nutmeg and cocoa plantations. and, in 
some cases, whola villages being buried by 
lava, ashes, and stones, The lava streams are 
confined to the northera:slopes of the mountain; 
and at. Tobockan “these nearly deatroyed ‘the 
whole village. a 

“Tho loss of life ie not yet known, bat it 
is feared that it will be something terrible ; 
many bodles’ having been picked up on the 
sea’ shore and on the outskirts of. the towns 
not ‘quite destroyed, On the night of* the 
outbreak the Norwegian barques Primera 
and Feson were in T:toens Bay, bat: managed 
to get to cea without damage. In-P-tta herbnor, 
onthe N, E, side of the Island, and Datch bir- 
ques Torbskka and Fappa were loading, but 
happily. have received no damage. Fortunately 
there has been no tidal wave. The reports of 
the exploston were heard at.Temate, Gorontalo, 
and Menado, and from the first mentioned 
place the Netherlands Government. steamer 
Zeemeluw wis: despatched, and from Menado 
the British steamer Hecuda (both on the 8th inet.)
